PUBLICITY GIVEN PAROLES WILL 
CHECK NUMBER ISSUED. 
So long as the privilege of granting paroles Is a part 
of the law regulating the officml conduct of state exe­ 
cutives, just so long will the parole issue boh up now arid 
then to bother governors and give the public something to 
talk abbut. 
The parole issue has been an unusually live one in Ala­ 
bama because of the number of them issued by Governor 
Brandon 
His friends have praised him, declaring his acts 
Of clemency have made good citizens of many who other­ 
wise might not have followed the straight and narrow 
path. His enemies have criticised him, declaring his gen­ 
erosity in the matter of pardons and paroles causes to be 
turned loose on the community persons who are menacing 
society. 
Fortunately, citizens have the inherent right to 
select whichever view they desire. 
^ • 
There is much room for improvement in the handling 
of paroles nnd pardons. 
The Daily believes that every 
pardon or parole should be given utmost publicity. 
No 
official should have the righ't to grant permanent or tem­ 
porary freedom to any prisoner, except by action of the* 
governor or the entire pardon board. 
, J 
Every application should be advertised, as the law re­ 
quires at present, but The Daily would have the law go 
even further and require that every application for clem­ 
ency be accompanved by advertisement of the names of 
every person recommending such clemency. 
Officials frequently contend that paroles or pardons are 
granted only after strong representation has been made 
in behalf of the victim -of legal entanglements. No doubt, 
in a greHt many cases, the officials are correct, but would 
It no#be well to let the whole people know who is mak­ 
ing such recommendations of clemency? 
Citizens, themselves, sometimes are the cause of much 
of the troubles growing out of the use of the pardoning 
pbwer. 
Petitiohs for pardon or parole are signed often 
when society would be befter served if the defendant was 
required to remain in prison throughout the term imposed 
by the courts. Perhaps, if citizens asked to sign such pe­ 
titions, knew that their names would be published along 
with the application, they would refrain from lending their 
name to the effort

One of the most interesting of these 
items came to light today, when an 
old book of newspaper clippings of 
many years ago was dusted off and 
investigated. In it was an account of 
the invention of the first practical 
ice machine. 
Especially 
interesting

fact that this machine was perfected 
by David Byle, a native Alabamian 
Although the machine itself was con­ 
structed at Marshall. Texas, the clip­ 
ping reveals the idea for its opera- 
t on was bom ip Demonolis in the 
year 1865 while the Civil War was 
still raging. 
By the account of the event carried 
in the old clipping, the high cost of 
ice was directly responsible for the 
first efforts made by Boyle towards 
building #uch a machine. It seem.* 
that Boyle was then in the mercan 
tile business and as a side-line wag 
selling ice cream and lemonade. The 
presence of a troop of Federal sol­ 
diers in the rity increased his trade 
and made the venture profitable, al­ 
though ice had to be imported all the 
way from New Orleans. 
On one occasion, the clipping re­ 
lates, Boyle’», coiwignment 
of . ice 
from the Crescent City was delayed 
several days, and when it 
finally 
reached him, it was necessary to pay 
about seventy ,five cents a pound for 
the commodity. 
The rapidity with which the Union 
soldiers purchased his stock of coo) 
refreshments made Bovle realize that 
ice was a very desirable commodity, 
although its orice was appalling. 
After thinkimr the mattqr over, the 
story goes, Boyle decided that a ma- 
ch ne for making ice was possible and 
he became very interested in 
1ho 
problem not only through the pros­ 
pects of personal gain, but also be­ 
cause of the possibihies it 
offered 
for the development, of his home city. 
Weeks of heart-breaking toil fol­ 
lowed and while the clipping does not 
reveal why Boyle did not build his 
machina at home, jt tells of the final 
firesuK of his labors, a finished ma­ 
chine for making ice. As has been 
said the machine was built at Mar­ 
shall and it was a great day for the 
little town when the first test was 
made. 
The account of how Boyle and his 
brother made the first test of the ma­ 
chine only to see it break down at 
the end of the try-out ia capably han­ 
dled in the clipping story. 
It is told 
how despair settled upon the inven­ 
tor at first, when he saw his machine 
in pieces, only to be succeeded by a 
deeper despair whfen he realized that 
his machine had been proved prac­ 
tical and would have been a su ccess 
if he bad been able to build it wtih 


better material*. 
At the end of his financial /opé, 
the clipping relates. Boyies was con­ 
sidering giving up the idea of building 
a machine when his wife provided 
him with enough capital to continue 
hi»s experiments, saved from money 
he had given her to run their lo l# 
The final touch to the story is giv 
en by describing the wonder of Boyle 
himself when he realized the impor 
tance of his finally successful lee 
machine. The inventor is quoted 
as 
saying that he had no idea of the 
effect of his work reaching beyond 
Demopolis.
